The Doctor 
Says:

Changes in food 
are brought 
about by u series of enzymes (fer- 
mentative agents) secreted by the 
various digestive glands. One en- 
zyme takes up the job where the 
other leaves off as the food moves 
along the digestive tract. 


The first step in digestion takes 
place in the mouth, where the food 
is divided into smaller particles by 
the teeth. The cn/ymc plyalin, in 
the saliva, chnngcs starch to mall- 
one, a form of sugar. 


The act of chewing starts 
the 
salivary mid stomach juices flow- 
ing. 
Saliva fornis the food into 41 


moist bull, which is pushed back 
in the throat by the tongue so that 
the muscles ol the esophagus can 
catch hold of it and move it along. 
The muscles contract behind the 
food ball as they rclux in front 
of it. 
STOMACH HOLDS 2 QUARTS 


The stomach is a collapsible sac 
which holds approximately two 
quarts 
when full. Stomach 
.en- 


zymes arc pepsin, which digests 
protein, .and rcnin, which curdles 
milk. Pepsin cannot act without 
hydrochloric acid. 
Some people'believe they have 
an acid stomach when they re- 
gurgitate 
acid material in 
the 
throat, but this indicates a weak- 
ness of the opening of the stom- 
ach between 
the esophagus and 
the stomach, rather than an ex- 
cess of acid. 


As soon as food enters the stom- 


ach, 
the muscles contract 
and 


force it along to the narrow por- 
tion which is connected with 
the 


duodenum. By this lime, the food 
is converted into a liquid (chyme), 
and as soon as the acid rises to a 
certain concentration in the stom- 
ach, the pylorus opens and allow* 
;i cnrlain amount of the digested 
food lo go through. 


4.,ie su/irutcn jo usually empty 


from two to five hours after eat- 
ing, 
and what most people speak 


of as indigestion is a slowness in 
emptying. 


The 
pancreatic juice 
which 


flows into the duodenum (the first 
part of the small intestine) con- 
tains many enzymes trypsin (for 
protein digestion), slcapsin (fats), 
iimylopsin (starches, and maltase 
(sugar). The bile from the liver 
and gallbladder aids in the diges- 
tion and absorption of fats. 
INTESTINAL ACTION 


In the small intestine (jejnuum 
and ileumi, 
the intestinal juices 


contain ercpsin for the 
comple- 


tion of protein digestion and malt- 
use and invcrtasc for the comple- 
tion of sugar digestion. No diges- 
tion occurs in the large intestine, 
as water is absorbed and bacteria 
act upon the residue of the food. 
This complicated digestive sys- 
tem functions well under average 
conditions. In the old 'days, pa 
tionts used (.o take mixtures of the 
various digestion ferments for so- 
calied 'indigestion. Some may have 
specific 
value in 
certain com- 


plaints,'-but mbsl disturbances arc 
caused'by emotional factors. 
Food is most digestive and nu- 


tritious i f - i t is appetizing,, served

The Doctor

Changes in food 
are brought 


about by u series of enzymes (fer- 
mentative agents) secreted by the 
various digestive glands. One en- 
zyme takes up the job where the 
other leaves off as the food moves 
along the digestive tract. 


The first step in digestion takes 


place in the mouth, where the food 
is divided into smaller particles by 
the teeth. The cn/ymc plyalin, in 
the saliva, chnngcs starch to mall- 
one, a form of sugar. 


The act of chewing starts 
the 


salivary mid stomach juices flow- 
ing. Saliva fornis the food into 41 
moist bull, which is pushed back 
in the throat by the tongue so that 
the muscles ol the esophagus can 
catch hold of it and move it along. 
The muscles contract behind the 
food ball as they rclux in front 
of it. 
STOMACH HOLDS 2 QUARTS 


The stomach is a collapsible sac 


which holds approximately two 
quarts 
when full. Stomach 
.en- 


zymes arc pepsin, which digests 
protein, .and rcnin, which curdles 
milk. Pepsin cannot act without 
hydrochloric acid. 


Some people'believe they have 


an acid stomach when they re- 
gurgitate 
acid material in 
the 


throat, but this indicates a weak- 
ness of the opening of the stom- 
ach between 
the esophagus and 


the stomach, rather than an ex- 
cess of acid. 


As soon as food enters the stom- 


ach, 
the muscles contract 
and 


force it along to the narrow por- 
tion which is connected with 
the 


duodenum. By this lime, the food 
is converted into a liquid (chyme), 
and as soon as the acid rises to a 
certain concentration in the stom- 
ach, the pylorus opens and allow* 
;i cnrlain amount of the digested 
food lo go through. 


4.,ie su/irutcn jo usually empty 


from two to five hours after eat- 
ing, and what most people speak 
of as indigestion is a slowness in 
emptying. 


The 
pancreatic juice 
which 


flows into the duodenum (the first 
part of the small intestine) con- 
tains many enzymes trypsin (for 
protein digestion), slcapsin (fats), 
iimylopsin (starches, and maltase 
(sugar). The bile from the liver 
and gallbladder aids in the diges- 
tion and absorption of fats. 
INTESTINAL ACTION 


In the small intestine (jejnuum 
and ileumi, 
the intestinal juices 


contain ercpsin for the 
comple- 


tion of protein digestion and malt- 
use and invcrtasc for the comple- 
tion of sugar digestion. No diges- 
tion occurs in the large intestine, 
as water is absorbed and bacteria 
act upon the residue of the food. 


This complicated digestive sys- 


tem functions well under average 
conditions. In the old 'days, pa 
tionts used (.o take mixtures of the 
various digestion ferments for so- 
calied 'indigestion. Some may have 
specific 
value in 
certain com- 


plaints,'-but mbsl disturbances arc 
caused'by emotional factors. 
Food is most digestive and nu- 


tritious i f - i t is appetizing,, served

The good old U. S. A. is still the Promised Land to most of Europe, and this year, 5,000,000 Euro- 
peans would try to lake the next ship for America 
if they were not restrained by immigration 


quotas, according to a State Department visa official. 
Immigration laws permit a total of 150,000 


persons from all parts of the world to enter the U. S. annually. 
Map -above shows 
immigration 


quotas of European countries. 
All save three are expected to be heavily "oversubscribed," with 


long waiting lists. Typical is France, which has never before filled its quota of 308 per month. In 
May, there were over 1000 French applications. 
The three stay-at-home nations are Great Britain, 


.wliose citizens don't emigrate much; Russia, where "emigration" is not a good word to whisper with- 


in hearing of the Kremlin; and Eire, which has not filled its q.uota since depression days. 


The sentiment of the French to- 
day is clearly for socialism. But 
with their program of advanced 
socialism, the Communists 
also 


offered a program in which demo- 
cracy and individual liberty played 
no part. They did nol offer Ihis 
openly. Bui Ihc stamp of Ihe Mos- 
cow pattern was in the Commun- 
ists' hands, readv lo be applied 
to the country in the event of vic- 
tory. 
•tyThe time might have seemed ripe 
for a Communist victory in France. 
The last days of the prewar re- 
public had nol, been glorious ones 
The war's end had brought much 
bitterness 
and 
discouragement. 


Demands for a new broom might 
have been expected. 


Yet even so, the French tradi- 


tion triumphed. For thai tradition 
is completely opposed to'a tradit- 
ion in which Ihc slalc is all and 
Ihc indifidual a surscrvient, yea- 
saying component. Frenchmen had 
*tniggled and fought and died for 
liberty as well as for equality and 
fraternity. And they did not sur- 
render it even in a lime of con- 
fusion and discouragement. 


That they did not is a heavy blow 
to European communism. Russian 
communism has never had to stand 
the test of a free vote by the Rus- 
sian people. But elsewhere, with 
other systems of government, and 
to the choice of free peoples in 
free elections. 


None of these elections has been 
ko important as the tesl in France. 
For France, with her size, streng- 
th, industry, culture, pasl glories 
and promises of future •eminence, 
i.s still the heart of the European 
community of nations. Her repud- 
iation of the restrictive "democra- 
tic dictatorship" of 
communism 


cannot fail to have a profound ef- 
fect on coming events in Europe 
and the world.

is an ardent advocate of democ- 
racy. He plans to run for political 
office. 


He said the occupalion

Japanese how to make their own 
democracy." 


Yoshiyama was luckier than a 


lot of the repalriales who were re- 
turned with him from 
the

Lake, Calif., relocation camp. He 
found his family home still stand- 
ing on the outskirts of atom bomb- 
levelled Hiroshima. He lives there 
with his marriage market bride. 


As eldest son, he owns the fam- 
ily home, which is spacious for a 
Japanese 
house;

houses and some farming 
land. 
He is employed as an interpreter 
for a United States military gov- 
ernment company in nearby Kurc.

Tom apparently is happy and is 


determined to make a career in 
Japan. He found his brothers and 
sisters in Hiroshima uninjured, but 
has-nnt heard frdm. a brother who 
was in the Japanese Army in the 
Philippines. 


• His wife, Hisok^a, ,Wa's .not' 
re- 
patriated until January', 'Tom ex- 
plains .frankly that theirs 'was not 
a marriage of love. 


"While I was at ihe -Tula /Lake 
relocation center, I decided I want- 
ed to get married," he explained. 
"So11 went to a match-maker and 
he introduced Hisokti -to me. We 
wcrp married. We Japanese feel 
that love is not necessary for mar- 
riage — it develops later." 
Life for Ihc Y.nshiyamas is

strange mixture of Japanese 
and 
American ways. Apparenlly love is 
developing, but Hisoka is by no 
means an American wife. She is 
definitely a servant. She docs not 
eat with her husband when he en- 
tertains guests unless they insist 
and he orders her to do so.
